19 L.' ITuu’ohk ()!■' CiiAi'TKii, — ^^I'hc Coiigress of the 
United States iTalUriuH the i)olicy of the Uniled states 
to aithieve inlevnalioual peace and security through the 
Iluited Nations so Ihat armed force shall not he used 
except ill the common defense. 'Phe Congress hereby 
iiiuls that the ell'orts of tlie Uniled States ami other na- 
tions to promole [>ence and sec.urity mpiire additional 
measures of support based upon the princi])le of con- 
tinuous and ell'e(*.tive helf-heip and mutual aid. It is 
tlie purpose of this cluipler to authorize measures in (he 
common defense, imduding (he furnishing of miiilary 
assistance to friendly nations and international orgiuu- 
zations Mn order to promote the foreign iiolicy, security, 
and general welfare of the United States and to facilitalo 
tlm ell'ective participation of siudi nations in arrange- 
ments for individual and collective self-defense. In 
furnishing sneh military assistance, it remains the i ml icy 
of the I limed Sl.ates to continue to exert maximum ell'orts 
to acliieve universal control of weanons of niass destruc- 
tion and universal regulation and reduction of arma- 
ments, including armed forces, under adequate safo- 
mnuHls to nroteef. comi dying nations against vi(dation 
and evasion. 

Tlie Congress reatlirms its previous expressions favor- 
ing the creation by the free peoides of the Far East and 
(he Pacitic of a joint organization, consistent with the 
Chai'tor of the United Nations, to estabjish a program of 
self-help and mutual cooperation designed to develop 
their ceonoinic and social well-lieing, to saloguard basic

Sec. 103/ Authorizations. — (a) There is liereb;^^ 
authorized to be appropriated to the President, in addi- 
tion to appropriations authorized by section 104, not to 
exceed $1,270,000,000 to carry out the xnu’pose of this 
chapter ; and, in addition, unexpended balances of axipro- 
]) nations for military assistance under each jiaragraph 
of the Mutual Seciirity Ax>propriation Act, 1954 (includ- 
ing the ap])ropriation for mutual special weapons 
planning), are hereby authorized to be continued avail- 
able for the purpose of this chajiter aud to be consoli- 
dated with the apxiropriation authorized by this subsec- 
tion; ® all of which is hereby authorized to be continued 
available through June 30, 1955. 

(b) Funds made available pursuant to subsection (a) 
of this section shall be available for the administrative 
and operating exjienses of carrying out the purpose of 
this chax)ter ° including exjpenses incident to United 
States x>articij)ation in international security organiza- 
tions. 

(c) Funds made available pursuant to subsection (a) 
of this section may be used for the procurement of equip- 
ment or materials outside the United States unless the 
President determines that such jirocnrement will result 
in one or more of the following conditions : 

(1) Adverse effects upon the economy of the 
United States, with sjiecial reference to any areas of 
labor surjilus, or upon the industrial mobilization 
base, which outweigh the strategic and logistic ad- 
vantages to the United States of piEocurement 
abroad; 

(2) Production of such equipment or materials 
outside the United States under inadequate safe- 
guards against sabotage or the release to xioteiitial 
enemies of information detrimental to the security 
of the United Slates; 

(3) Un}ustifiable cost in comparison with pro- 
curement in the United States, taking into account 
(ransporlation costs for delivery overseas; and

(b) In addition to tlio authority and limitations con- 
tained in the preceding subsection, the following provi- 
sions shall apply to particular areas: 

( 1 ) In order to promote an integrated defense of the 
North Atlantic area and to support concrete measures for 
political federation, military integration, and economic 
iinirication in Europe, equipment and materials of the 
value programed for liscal years 195f and 1955 for na- 
tions signing the treaty constituting the European De- 
fense Community shall, ponding the coming into force of 
the treaty, bo delivered only ,to such of these nations as 
have ratified tlie treaty, and have joined together in or 
are developing collective defense iirograms in a manner 
satisfactory to the United States as determined by the 
President. 

(2) Military assistance furnished to any nation in the 
Near East, Africa, and South Asia to permit i,t to 
ticipato in tlio defense of its area shall bo furnished only 
in accordance with plans and arrangements which shall 
have been found by the President to require the rcciiiient 
nation to take an important part therein, 

(3) In furnishing military assistance in the Ear East 
and the Pacific and in cari’ying out the provisions of sec- 
tion 121 of this Act, the President shall give the fullest 
assistance, as far as possible directly, to the free peoples 
in that ai’ea, including the Associated States of Cambodia, 
Lfios, and Vietnam, in their creation of a joint organiza- 
tion,^'^ consistent with the Charter of the United Nations, 
to establish a program of self-help and mutual coopera- 
tion designed to develop their economic and social well- 
being, to safeguard basic rights and liberties, and to pro- 
tect their security and independence. 

(d) Military assistance may be furnished to the other 
American Republics only in accordance with defense 
plans wliich shall have been found by the President to 
require the recipient nation to particijiato in missions im- 
portant to the defense of the Western Hemisphere. 

(c) The Secretary of Defense shall insure that the 
value (os determined t)ui*suant to section 546) of equip- 
ment, materials, and services heretofore furnished under 
military assistance programs authorized by Acts repealed 
by this Act or hereafter furnished pursuant to section 
103 (a) to nations or organizations in each of the four 
areas named in this subsection shall not exceed the total 
of the funds heretofore made available for military as- 
sistance ill that area pursuant to Acts repealed by this 
Act plus the amount herein specif led for that aim :

DEVELOPMENT OP WEAPONS OP ADVANCED DESIWN (SECS. 

103 AND 100) 

The Senate amendment authorized an appropriation 
of $27,000,000 for the development of weapons of ad- 
vanced design together with the unexpended balance 
previously authorized for that purpose. The House bill 
authorized the carryover of unexpended balances but did 
not provide any now funds for such weapons. 

The committee of conference believes that the develop- 
ment of weapons of advanced design is important to the 
militi^ry program authorized in this legislation. There 
is no reason, however, for placing juiy limit on the funds 
available for such use. Moreover, there are certain ad- 
vantages in not informing potential enemies of the 
mnonnts of money being spent for such purposes, and it 
is not necessary to do so since the nature of the assistance 
involved, as described in detail in closed sessions during 
the hearings, nniy properly be carried out under the gen- 
eral authorization to provide military assistance." Money 
authorized for the procurement of conventional weapons 
could be used for the development of newer weapons 
whenever funds can bo elTectivoly used in this way. For 
this reason it was decided that no special prolusion 
shon Id b e made for such a p r ogram , Under the program 
to develop weapons of advanced design funds will con- 
tinue to be used to hnance those research and develop- 
ment projects and items of a classiliod nature that are 
not in the usual category of weapons. The authoriza- 
tion for direct military assistance was increased by $27,- 
000,000, the amount requested by the Kxecutive for weap- 
ons of advanced clesign, to make clear that there was no 
indication that tliis program should be curtailed because 
it was being included in the general military authoriza- 
tion. The unexpended balance for weapons of advanced 
design was made available under section 103 and may be 
used insofar as needed for such weapons. 

CONDITIONS OP MILITARY ASSISTANCE 'J'O THE PAR BAST AND 
THE PACIFIC (SEC. 106 (B) (3)) 

The Senate amendment contained language providing 
that military assistance to the Far East and Pacific 
should be given directly to the free peoples of the area 
including the Associated States of Cambodia, Laos, and 
y let Nam insofar as possible.

2. This program must bo carried out in accordance 
with and in furtherance of our foreign policy objectives. 
I wish to reemphasize that llio Secretary of State is the 
oflicor responsiolo for advising^ and assisting me in the 
formulation and control of foreign policy, I look to him 
as the channel of authority within the executive branch 
on foreign policy as I do to the Socrotarios of Defense 
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3. The dologalion lo the State Deparlinonl of respon- 
sibility for negotiations with foreign governments is 
intencled to give recognition to State Department’s cen- 
tral responsibility in this area. Other agcnGics directly 
concerned with the substance of the negotiation, hoAvevef, 
must continue to carry substantial resjjonsibility in such 
negotiations. Alorcover, it is assumed that these other 
agencies will conduct day-to-day discussions witli roin'e- 
sentatives of the foreign governments in implementing 
basic agreements reached witli such g()Vcrnmon(s.^ Such 
discussions, of coiu'se, must be in conformance with the 
foreign policy rosjionsibilities of the State Department 
and the chiefs of our diplomatic missions. 

4. It is imperative that wo continue (o coordinate 
United States programs affecting other nations. For 
this reason, the accompanying Uxeeutivo order makes 
this program subject to my previous instriuitions with 
respect to coordination of XJuitod States activities in 
foreign countries. Under those instructions, tlie chief 
of the diplomatic mission is the prineijnil of fleer of (he 
United States in each counf ry and has full rosjionsihility 
and authority for assuring effective action in that 


country. 

5. In order to coordinate most offecit.ively the various 
agricultural surjdns dis])osal programs aliroud, I shall 
expect the Secretary of Agriculture (o utilize to the 
maximum extent iiracliciiblo the faeililies, services and 
experience of the Foreign Operations Administration. 

6. I am requesting the Secretary of Oommorcu to pro- 
vide the focal point in the Oovernment for assisting pri- 
vate enterprise with ro.spcct to barter (ransiu'lions re- 
ferred to in the act. This arrangeinenl would bo one 
more step toward assuring (bo maxiimim utilizalion of 
private channels in the execufion of this program.

The Parties hereliy establish a council, on which each 
of tliem vShall bo rox^resented, to consider matters con- 
cerning the imxilomontation of this Treaty. The council 
shall be so organized as to lie able to meet ])roiniitl;y at 
any time. The council shall set ux) such subsidiary 
bodies as may be necessary ; in xiarticular it shall establish 
immediately a defense committee which shall recoinmund 
measures for tho iinxilementation of Articles 51 and (i. 

ARTUtLE 10 

The Parties may, by unanimous agreement, invito any 
other European state in a xuisition (o fiirlhor (ho x>rin- 
cixiles of this Treaty and to conlrilnite to (he security of 
the NorLli Atlantic area to accede lo this Treaty. Any 
state so invited may become a xiarty to the Treaty by 
dexiositing its instrument of uccossion with (lie (foverii- 
mont of the United States of America. Tho Cfovern- 
inent of the United Slates of America will inform each 
of the Parties of tho dojiosit of each such iiistruinoiit of 
accession. 

ART’ICLE L 1 

This Treaty shall bo ratified and its provisions carried 
out by the Parties in accordance with their rosi>octive 
constitutional jirocesscs. Tho instruments of ratafication 
shall be dex^oshed as soon as x^ossiblo with tlie (lovorn- 
ment of the United States of America, which will notify 
all the other signatories of each do])OHit. The Th'oaty 
shall enter into force between tho stales whicli haA^o rati- 
fied it as soon as the ratincations of the majorit.y of the 
signatories, including the ratifications of Ilelgiiim, Can- 
ada, Prance, Luxembourg, tho Netherlands, the United 
lUngdom and the United Siatcs, have lieen dejiosited and 
shall come into oPect ivith reHi)ect to other states on the 
date of the dex^osit of their ratifications. 


ARTICLE 12 

After the Treaty has been in force for ton years, or at 
any time tliereafter, tho Parties shall, if any of tlioni so 
requ^ts, consult together for the jnu’xioso of reviewing 
tiie Ireaty, having regard for the factors then, affecting 
l^ace and security in the North Atlantic area, iiicludiiig 
tne develoximent of universal as ivell as regional arrange- 
ments under the Charter of the United Nations for tho 
maintenance of international x^eace and security.

1, hkudi party recognizes that aggression by means of 
armed aiXa<dc in tJie treaty area against any of the par- 
ties or against any state oi' territory whicli the parties 
l).y unanimous agreemeut may hereafter designate, would 
eudjinger its own peace and safely, and agi'ees that it 
will in that event a<(t to meet the common danger in ac- 
cordance with its consl-itutiomil ])rocesse.s. Meusiiros 
taken under this jiaragraph shall be immediate!}'' re- 
ported to the Security Ooiincil of the United Nations. 

2 . If, ill the oiiinion of any of the parties, the inviola- 
bility or the integrity of the territory or the sovereignty 
or political indo^i end once o f any party in the treaty area 
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of Paragraph 1 of this Article from time to tiiuo apply 
is threatened in any way other than by armed attack or 
is affected or ihreateiiecl by any fact or situation which 
might endanger the peace of the area, the parties shall 
consult immediately in order to agree on the measures 
uhich should bo taken for the common defense. 

3 . It is understood that no action on the terniory of 
any State designated by unanimous agreement under 
Paragraph 1 of this Article or on any territory so desig- 
nated shall be taken except at the invitation or with the 
consent of the government concerned. 

ARTICLE 

The parlies hereby establish a Council, on which each 
of them shall be represented, to consider matters con- 
cerning the imjilemontation of this Treaty, The Council 
shall provide for consultation with regard to military 
and any other planning as the situation obtaining in the 
Treaty area may from time to time require.

The delegation of the TJnited States of America in 
signing the present treaty docs so Avith the understanding 
that its recognition of the o/roct of aggre.ssion and armed 
attack- and lUs agreement Avith roforonco thereto in Ar- 
ticle TV, Paragraph J , apply only to communist aggres- 
sion but nhirms that in the OA''ont of other aggression or 
armed attack it Avill consult under the provisions of 
Article IV, paragraph 2.
